Charting the Sky. 


Sir William Christie, the astronom- 
er royal, quitted Greenwich Observa- 
tory, after forty years’ service, on 
Oct. 1. In an interview, he explained 
that great progress had been made 
in his time through the developments 
in photography. Some years ago eigh- 
teen observatories had taken upon 
themselves the task of making a chart 
of the sky. The section of the sky 
allotted to Greenwich had allocated 
to it in the recognized catalogue 25,284 
stars. Greenwich has now completed 


its portion of this work, and has by 
the aid of photography counted 719,088 
stars in the section. It merely means 
that combined telescopic and photo- 
graphic power were probing the heav- 
ens deeper than ever before. 

“What,” he was asked, “has been 
the principal discovery in your term of 
office ?”’ 

“The outer satellite of Jupiter,’ re- 
plied Sir William. ‘We discovered it 
in February, 1908, and we did it 
through photography.”

| Little Known Bird That Inhabits the 
| Pacific Coast. s 


| Few people imagine that there is 
}euch a marked dissimilarity in the 
| temperament of the different varieties 
‘of sea bivds, writes H. }. Puvet in 
| The Toronto Globe. The gull is very 
majestic, with no sense oMhamor or 
‘spirit of fun. Whether the bird is 
| soaring in the air or swimming in the 
| water, it is always the same. It 18 
;ever on its mag 
!on the other hand, is 
| When seen fiying

jand often seems to be racing. yhen 
in its real home, however, during the 
nesting season, is where it really en- 
, joys itself, 
About a thousand guillemots make 
, their summer homes on Bare Island 
in the Gulf of Georgia. There they 
spend several months, dufing which 
riod they raise their families, and 
incidentally have a most enjoyable 
| time. 
on the island as well as the guille- 
mots, but, while they live very near 
together, they do not associate in 
thé true sen# of the word. The gulls 
| look dn at the pranks of the smaller 
birds, but they never take part. 

The guillemots are about the size 
of pigeons, which they very much 
resemble in appearance. Their wings 
are; however, much shorter than 
pigeons’, and their red feet are ebb 
ed. Owing to the fact that their wing: 
are so short, they have to wove them 
very fast. Still, they fly well, and 
tise from the water with ease. They 
‘also dive and swim well, getting their 
food from the water. In color they 
are black, with white marking: on 
the wings. They have verv short tai 
feathers, but’ in place of this they 
spread their feet behind them when 
flying, using them as a rudder, in the 
same way in which most: birds do 
their tails. 

During some days on the island last 
summer my little chum and I spent 
hours watching the birds in thei: 
games and securing photograph: 
“Tag’’ seems to be their favorite game 
Usually the game is played by two 
birds, although sometimes three or 
more take part.

|eatches a small fish as it dives he- 
neath the water. It then flies with it 
to the sl.ore, as if challenging some 
other to take it away. Aimest-—n- 
variably there is a chase, the pursuer 
sometimes following the other be- 
neath the weter, and at other times 
waiting for the diver to come to the 
surface again, Perfect gvod-humer 
seems to prevail throughout, the 
games being apparently tests of ski!! 
in flying and diving. ; : 

The guillemots lay their eggs in a 
crevice in the rocks, sometimes.a lonz 
way from the surface, and at other: 
quite exposed, although the latter 
seems to be rather an exception to the 
rule. It is not difficult to. catch the 
parent birds on the nests, but in do 
ing so it is desirable to exercise great 
care, as they defend themiselves quite 
fiercely with their bills. Even the 
little birds a day or two old knaw how 
to use their bills with effect. 

The young tirds are black, woolly 
little creatures, with a white speck 
on the top of the bill. When taken 
from the nest they crouch low, and 
when their nests are invaded try to 
scramble into the innermost recesses 
tpmong the rocks. The parent birds 
do not seem to go near them during 
the day; at least, I have never seen 
them fed, although it is possible they 
do. The lad and I watched them for 
nearly a week at a stretch without 
observing any feeding. It is suggested 
| that both these birds and the gulls 
| feed’ their young by night, but of thia 
| I have no ocular evidence

“That never the son of a chief of Moy 
Might live to protect his father’s age, 
Or close in peace his dying eye, 
Or gather his gloomy heritage.” 


Thus rans the traditional curse of 
Moy, the terrible malediction uttered 
by Margaret Grant, the Scottish 
maid, ere she ended her life in the 
waters of Loch Moy after the dead 
bodies of her father and accepted !ov- 
er had been brought to her by the 
chief of the Mackintosh clan, whom 
She had rejected as a suitor 

To Canadians the curse of Moy 
has a significant, not to say uncanny, 
interest, since Moy House, founded 
by a member of the Moy estate, is 
one of the famous landmarks of west- 
ern Ontario, and, indeed, of all Can- 
ada, says C. L. Barker in The Toronto 
Globe. . 

According to the story that has 
come down tirough the centuries—- 
the date being placed at 1378—the 
spurned Mackintosh chief had captur- 
ed Margaret Grant of Urquhart, or 
Glenmoriston, her father,

“CAPTAIN BARCLAY’S FEATS. 
Famous Athlete Qnce Did a Thousand 


Miles In a Thousand Hours. 

The famous Robert Barclay Al- 
lardyce, of Ury, better known by the 
name under which he ran of oo 
Barclay, was a véty serious lete 
and a great authority on training, ps) 
which subject he wrote @ book. 

His most tathous achievement, how- 
ever, was that of walking a thousand 


miles in a thousand consecutive houre | 


on Newmarket Heath for a bet of a 
thousand guineas. He started on June 
1, 1809, walking, as we are told, with 
an easy lounging gait, and sliding his 
feet over the ground rather than lift- 
ing them. Between the miles he would 
go to sleep or lie on a sofa and talk 
to his friends. 

His ideas of training were rather 
different from. those of to-day, for 
the amount of alcohol he consumed 
sounds to\ us. prodigions. Accordin 
to The Sporting Magazine, he woul 
have “‘good strong ale’ with his break- 
fast at five, and moré of it with his 
luncheon, He dined at six with yet 
more ale and two glasses of port wine, 
and he drank ale again for supper, 
while he kept himself going with 
Madeira and water between meals. So 
deeply intefested were the people of 
Newmarket in his success that they 
vied with each other in providing him 
with their own ale as being better 
than that supplied from the public 
inns. 

Gradually the hours wore away, and 
the London betting on the gallant cap- 
tain rose to five to one. At one time 
his backers received the dismal intel- 
ligence that the sinews in his legs 
were so much strained that it took 
him over twenty minutes to cover a 
mile, but the stsain passed, and eight 
days from the end the betting at Tat- 
tersall’s was ten to one. 

As the final day approached New- 
market was invaded by a huge crowd, 
and there was no’ bed to be had fur 
love or money. The track had to be 
roped off, much to ‘the annoyance of 
Barclay, who disliked this parad>, an} 
finally he ended his task amid the 
natural enthusiasm of these who ‘are 
said to have won a hundred thousan1 
pounds over the result. Moreover, he 
was so litte distressed that almost 
immediately afterwards he was able 
to sail with the army on the ill fated 
expedition te Waicheren, 

It “is sat sfactory to krow that in 
spite of these feats Captain Barclay 
lived to a green and respected old age. 
and it was only the kick of a horse 
that could kill him in the year 1854.

Indeed, in the woolen trade a boom 
has begun, and Scotch tweed manu- 
facturers have booked: so heavily for 
next season that they are being forced 
to reopen miils which have long 
been disused. 

The leading tweed manufacturers 


all are now in full operation—a state 
of affairs unknown in the border 
towns for many years. 

For many years trade in Notting- 
ham and the district has been under 
a cloud, but it is now showing a re- 
markable revival, especially for -lace 
curtains and hosiery goods. Every 
available curtain-making machine is 
working at high pressure, and the 


factories fully employed for several 
months. 

The plain net trade is also improv- 
ing,.and the exports during the past 
two months have increased to a con- | 
siderable extent. Hosiery manu- | 
facturers have not been so busy for 
years. 

Several new factories are being 
built in the district around Notting- 
ham, and numbers of firms have made 
additions to their machinery and fac- 
| tories to cope with the boom. Over-
